Air France has announced that 
it is offering a SO per cent reduction 
on^round trip farcs-across the At- 
regular students up to the 
age of 22 years, subject to certain 
regulations.

Daniels Discusses 
Seamen's Union 
At Labour Club 

A promise that the Canadian Sea- 
mens' Union will again be the sole 
bargaining agent '.for 10,000 Cana- 
dian seamen ; was voice Tuesday 
by Mr. Dan Dahicls,.unlon organizer 
and editor of Searchlight the C.S.U. 
publication. 

Mr. Daniels addressed the Stu- 
dents' Labor club in the Union 
Clubroom. The meeting was the 
first in a series .of ..'ddrcsies. by 
prominent labor leaders whos6 aim 
is to acquaint students with cur- 
rent labor problems. 

Mr. Daniels claimed the C.S.U., 
reduced in rank from 10,000 to 800 
members, was smastied by absentee 
ship-owners using every devise in 
the boJk. 

A recent article in MacLean's by 
T. G. McManus, exposing the be- 
trayal of union members by Com- 
munist Party leadership, came un- 
der particular fire by the sqeaker. 
He termed Mr. McManus, former 
secretary-treasurer of the C.S.U., 
as an , official who was ^'viçtim of 
the cold . war, afraid of his own 
skin." 

A short history of the gains by 
the union to better the seaman's 
lot was presented by the speaker. 
Mr; Daniels was particularly cri- 
tical, of what hcL called tl)e anti- 
quated shipping laws which govern 
Ckiiadian ships.

Alaatair McKinnon, lecturer in 
the Department of Philosophy at 
McGill, will present an introductory 
paper on Soun Kierkegaard' at the 
meeting of the Philosophy Society 
to be held in the Divinity Hall 
Common Room at 8 p.m. today. 

The reading of the paper will be 
followed by an open question per- 
iod. All who. arc interested are in- 
vited to attend. ' 

The paper will be presented in 
such a ffuhion as not to prc-sup- 
pose any knowledge of Kierkegaard 
himself or even of the main body 
of Westcri\ philosophy. It is in this 
sense that the paper is to be re 
garded as introductory. But at the 
same time it Is hoped that the views 
presented will be provocative even 
to those who bring with them, a 
wide knowledge of the subject. 

It is partfcularly hoped that those 
whose dally occupations, whose 
political, . religious or philosophical 
views prevent them from concur- 
ring' with the opinions of this Dan' 
ish philosopher, will nevertheless 
welcome thia opportunity for dis 
cussion. 

Dr. McKthnon Is a graduate of 
Victoria College and the School of 
Graduate Studies in the University 
of Toronto. He has this year com 
pleted his PhD thesis; "Kierke' 
gaard'ii Critique of Rationalism," at 
the University of Edinburgh; He 
Joined the staff here in September 
of this year, .

Vancouver, B.C.— (CUP) — Vsc 
\«old Koyander, a DP student, haf 
finally arrived at University ol 
British Columbia for his first lect- 
ure two months late. Koyander, 
whose Russian parents fled from 
Communist clutches to Yugoslavia 
many years ago, was prevented 
Irom taking advantage of the first 
pert of his UBC scholarship by Im- 
n)Igratlon officials In Europe, 

He still doesn't know why he was 
held and what earned them to re 
lease him, but two months after 
his .■scheduled trip he was flown 
to Canada by International Refugee 
Organization. 

The one year scholarship offered 
hnn by International Student's Ser 
vice may be postponed now until 
ticxt year, when he w"f/ resume 
studies in architecture. Meanwhile 
the 20-year student, born in Yugo 
siavia and schooled in Germany, 
thinks he has bumped into the 
world's most wonderful country. 

"There is so much gaiety here," 
he said "Studcnts'iyire bright and 
cheerful, so different' from the stiff 
and .serious students of Europe who 
do nothing but study." 

And for the first time we have 
found a European who likes our 
liquor laws. He thinks alchohol 
should not only be expeiuive but 
extremely hard to get. 

One thing promised him how- 
ever, was not realfcicd. At every 
whistle stop across Canada he was 
v.-arncd of a wet future in Vancou- 
ver "where they have, summer on 
the second Tuesday In August."
